A NEW team has 
been created to 
target callous 
criminals who 
exploit a disabled parking 
scheme. 

Council officers will 
track down those who 
steal, counterfeit or 
fraudulently obtain 
disabled parking permits 
know as Blue Badges. 

The badge entitles users, 
who are often severely 
disabled and unable to use 


public transport, to on- 
street parking concessions. 
Benefits include improved 
access to parking near 
public services and on 
most high streets. 

They are extremely 
lucrative on the black 
market and sell for up to 
£1,500 each, fuelling 
theft and fraud in 
London and other major 
cities. 

The introduction of the 
new team from early next 
year is part of a number of 
initiatives by the Council 
to improve parking 
services for disabled 
residents and further 


combat Blue Badge fraud. 

Dedicated anti-fraud 
and enforcement officers 
will investigate and 
prosecute people misusing 
badges. 

Anyone found guilty of 
misuse will be liable for a 
fine of up to £1,000 per 
offence plus other costs. 

Cllr Alan Laing, Cabinet 
Member for 

Neighbourhoods, said: “A 
couple of years ago 60 per 
cent of car break-ins in 
Hackney were to steal 
Blue Badges. 

“That figure decreased 
dramatically when we 
created the Companion 


Badge scheme making it 
harder to use a stolen 
badge. 

“However we know 
from a recent consultation 
that the situation could be 
better for our disabled 
residents and Blue Badge 
fraud and misuse remains 
unacceptably high. This is 
why a series of new 
measures, including the 
Blue Badge Fraud Team, 
have been agreed.” 

The free Companion 
Badge was introduced in 
2005. Over 28 per cent of 
the 6,000 Blue Badge 
holders in Hackney now 
have a Companion Badge. 


Each one is specific to a 
vehicle, which removes the 
incentive to break in to a 
car and steal the badge. 
The Council is urging 
more disabled drivers to 
protect their vehicle from 
being broken into by 
getting a Companion 
Badge.

Doggone counterfeits

S NIFFER dogs are 
being used in 
Hackney to root out 
dodgy DVDs. 

It is part of a crackdown 
on counterfeit goods by 
I Hackney police, the 
Council’s trading 
standards officers and 
the Federation Against 
Copyright Theft 
(FACT). 

Teams visited over 
120 businesses around 
Mare Street in 
September to advise 
owners of their 
responsibility to 


ensure counterfeits are not 
sold on the premises. 

Lucky and Flo - two black 
Labradors owned by the 
Motion Picture Association 
and FACT - were also on 
hand to sniff out counterfeit 
DVDs. 

They are the first animals 
in the world to be trained to 
detect optical discs. The dogs 
will be making return visits 
to Hackney in the near 
future. 

Cllr Alan Laing, Cabinet 
Member for 
Neighbourhoods, said: 
“Local businesses need to 
work with us to stop 
counterfeit DVDs being sold 
in our cafes, bars, 
newsagents and hairdressers. 
Not only do people not 


want to have offensive 
DVDs pushed under their 
noses, this is criminal 
activity and the businesses 
are risking prosecution 
themselves.” 

Information packs were 
also distributed on the day, 
which set out the penalties 
for selling counterfeit goods 
or allowing someone else to 
sell them on your premises. 

It can result in a prison 
sentence of up to 10 years, 
an unlimited fine, and 
having a licence to trade 
revoked. 

Sergeant Michiela 
Medcraft of Hackney 
police’s Chatham ward, said: 
“This is not a victimless 
crime; counterfeiting is 
known to have links to 


organised crime and we will 
continue to work with our 
partners to make sure we 
tackle this illegal activity. 

“The feedback we have 
had from businesses and 
local residents has been 
overwhelmingly positive and 
the campaign will hopefully 
raise awareness among local 
business people of their 
responsibilities.”

H istorically 

Hackney has been 
home to people 
from all corners of 
the world. 

But very few have had to 
endure such hardships on 
their journey here as the 
Vietnamese ‘boat people’, 
who fled the post-war 
Communist regime of the 
late 1970s and early

1980s. The story of 65-year- 
old Vu Khanh Thanh is a 
remarkable one. He speaks 
with emotion of his flight 
from Vietnam in 1979. After 
four attempts, he escaped 
from his homeland, but had 
to leave his wife and three 
children behind - thankfully 
they were later all reunited. 

“There were 41 of us 
crammed on a nine metre 
fishing boat with very little 
food and water,” he said. 

The flimsy boat 
spent two weeks on 
the rough South 
China Sea, before 
being rescued by a 
passing British ship. 
“One more day and 
we would not have 
survived,” Mr Vu 
added. This good 
fortune was to be a 
turning point in his 
life. Since the 
moment Mr Vu 
arrived in Britain some 
29 years ago, he has 
dedicated much of 
his life to helping 
Vietnamese 
people settle and 
integrate. His 
work was 
recognised with 
an MBE awarded 


communities. That’s why 
Hackney is one of the most 
diverse places in the 
country,” he added. 

Mr Vu established An Viet 
Foundation in 1986, and 
one of his proudest 
achievements is being 
awarded a £250,000 
Government grant to 
convert an old building in 
Englefield Road into a 
community centre. He 
describes this as an ‘historic 
moment’. 

The foundation provides 
support to the Vietnamese 
community, including 
English classes, business 
support and welfare advice. 


by the Queen in 2006. 

A week after his arrival in 
Britain, Mr Vu began work 
for a Vietnamese refugee 
centre, supporting new 
arrivals from the Hong 
Kong camps during the peak 
years of the Vietnamese 
refugee crisis. “Most of these 
people escaping Vietnam 
spoke very little English and 
faced many difficulties 
integrating,” Mr Vu 
explained. Three years later 
when the centre closed, 
many Vietnamese refugees 
settled in Hackney and the 
surrounding boroughs.

An Viet House is also home 
to well-known canteen 
Huong Viet, which has 
acquired a reputation for 
offering good value, 
authentic cuisine. 

Today Hackney is home to 
more than 4,000 Vietnamese 
people, many running 
successful businesses, from 
restaurants and factories to 
off licences and the nail 
parlours that are emerging 
on every corner. Mr Vu puts 
this success down to the 
‘hard work, self dependency 


and enterprising culture’ of 
the Vietnamese people. 

In 2002, he became the 
first Vietnamese councillor 
in Britain, and represented 
Dalston for four years. He 
got involved in politics to 
‘make a difference’, and 
wanted to see real 
improvements in Hackney. 
He said: “There were a lot of 
people committed to 
improving the borough and I 
was one of them. Hackney 
does have problems, but 
there have been real 
improvements, with better 
housing, cleaner streets, and 
there is a good feel factor 
with the 2012 Olympic 
Games.” 

His dream is to set up a 
‘Vietnam Village’ in London, 
comparable to the West 
End’s Chinatown. Proposals 
are being developed and Mr 
Vu hopes his vision can 
become a reality after 2012.

THE GREEN GENIE 


All your recycling 
questions answered 

Q: When will residents be able to include non- 
bottle shaped plastics in our recycling? 

These plastics are easy to identify and would 
help to further reduce landfill if accepted in 
green boxes. 

A: At present the Council collects only plastic bottles for 
recycling, that’s because the plastic bottle recycling market 
is now established, while the market for other plastics is 
still in its early stages. 

Local authorities that collect all plastics have reported 
problems with contamination, resulting in a lot of 
plastic collected for recycling having to be 
disposed of. Most household plastics are 
embossed with a triangle surrounding a 
number. Plastic bottles are typically 
made from two different types of 
plastic 1 (PET) and 2 (HDPE). Other 
plastics can be made from any 
number of blends making identification 
difficult. When facilities are available that 
can deal with other plastics easily, the Council will 
actively look into adding them to the collection service.

AfroReggae @ the Barbican, 
26 September 

IT’S not often the Barbican bears 
witness to scenes like this. Young 
people are going mad, jumping 
up and down in their seats, 
shouting, screaming from the 
gods to the stalls. And the curtain 
hasn’t even gone up yet. 

This is AfroReggae - the musical 
phenomenon from the favelas of 
Rio in Brazil - now touring the 
world, celebrating black history 
and connecting with young 
people from deprived areas on 
every continent. 

This is the third year the group 
has come to the UK, spending 
weeks working in schools across 
the East End teaching young 
people how to pound out the 
Latin rhythms that drive their 
music. 

Then pupils get to showcase 


their new found skills, in this 
case, in front of a whooping, 
partisan audience filled with 
friends and family who jump up 
to dance at the first 
encouragement. 

This is no drum workshop live on 
stage however, this is a powerful, 
accomplished fusion of hip hop, 
reggae, and soul with more 
traditional Latin sounds that 
references everyone from Run 
DMC to Marvin Gaye. 

But there’s more to AfroReggae 
than just their exuberant music 
and energetic 
performance. 

It teaches young 
people about black 
history from slavery to 
abolition and the civil 
rights movement, 
celebrating its heroes 
including Gandhi, Che 
Guevara, Martin Luther 
King and Bob Marley-on 
an ever-changing video 


back projection during the show 
-while preaching a timely 
message of non-violence. 

Young people from Hoxton Hall, 
the Blue Hut in Shoreditch, 
Hackney Free and Parochial and 
Stoke Newington schools were 
lucky enough to take part in this 
year’s event. 

And if you ever get the chance to 
join them, grab it. The 
atmosphere was so joyful, so 
proud, so electric that at one 
point it even brought a tear to this 
hardened hack’s eye.

T HE majority of 
people support a 
change to the school 
curriculum so 
disabled and non-disabled 
children can play sport 
together, a survey has 
shown. 

The online poll of 1,500 
adults was carried out by 
The Learning Trust to raise 


awareness of the Paralympic 
Games. It found only nine 
per cent of people classed the 
UK as ‘inclusive’, and only 
24 per cent could name a 
past or present Paralympic 
athlete. 

A number of goals were 
set as a result of the survey, 
including developing a 
resource pack for schools; 
helping teachers make PE 
lessons fully inclusive; and 
holding an event for special 
and mainstream schools in 
the borough. This last aim 


was achieved with a three 
day, Paralympic themed, 
sports championship. 

The Hackney Schools at 
the Heart initiative tied in 
with celebrations last month 
to mark the historic moment 
London became host city for 
the 2012 Paralympics. 

The event showcased the 
commitment of 23 primary, 
secondary and special 
schools to Paralympic sport 
and encouraged interaction 
between 750 disabled and 
non-disabled young people. 


Sports included wheelchair 
basketball, goalball, aquatic 
skills, athletics and judo.

Fit for royalty 


By Sally England 

I N the late 19 th and 
early 20th centuries, 
one of the very 
underprivileged areas of 
Hackney lay around Nisbet 
Street off Homerton High 
Street. 

The poor quality houses 
were badly overcrowded, 
and unsurprisingly, the 
local crime rate was high. 

A housing shortage 
followed the First World 
War and in 1935 a Housing 
Act was passed which gave 
subsidies to local 
authorities for both slum 
clearance and the building 
of new blocks of flats, one 
of which was the Nisbet 
House estate, 


opened in March 1938. The 
old slums were demolished 
and replaced by 3 1 1 flats 
covering almost five acres. 

There were 201 flats with 
three rooms, 49 with four 
rooms.There were also 
smaller apartments for 
elderly people, and five and 
six-room versions for larger 
families. Every flat had a 
balcony, its own bathroom, 
and a separate toilet. 

The central building was 
designed as a community 
hall for social and domestic 
events, there was an electric 
laundry, sheds for prams 
and bicycles, plus children’s 
playgrounds and small 
gardens. 

Nisbet House, at a cost of 
£243,354, was seen 


as magnificent luxury 
compared to the 
ramshackle dwellings it had 
replaced, an area described 
at the opening ceremony as 
‘a centre of sickness, disease 
and death’. 

Among the new residents 
of Nisbet House in 1938 
was the family of Lil Evans, 
who celebrated her 90th 
birthday in September. Lil 
has happy memories of 
Hackney, where she lived 
until she moved away in 
1993. She recalls one event 
in particular, not least 
because she appeared in the 
local press as a result. 

In March 1939, King 
George VI and Queen 
Elizabeth visited Nisbet 
House, where they were 
given a rousing welcome 
from residents. Models of 
both the estate and the 
demolished slums were on

pedal power, with exercisers 
also quitting the gym to 
walk or run for free. 

The increase in bicycle 
traffic is largely positive, but 
it’s feared a minority don’t 
appreciate that the path is a 
shared resource. 

British Waterways - which 
maintains the path - has 
reported more than ten 
incidents of cyclists hitting 
pedestrians at speed since 
January. 

So they created the 
London ranger post to 
encourage cyclists and 
pedestrians to share the 
towpath amicably and 
promote the ‘two-tings’ bell 
ringing campaign. 

Joseph, himself a keen 
cyclist, said: I’m all too 
aware that sometimes I just 
want to get to my 
destination quickly, but the 
narrow towpaths, designed 
for a completely different 
use over 200 years ago, 
aren’t really the place to 
travel at top speeds.” 

He will also be monitoring 
the state of the towpath 
surface and canal 




infrastructure, ensuring 
repairs happen where 
necessary and suggesting 
commuter-friendly upgrades 
to the Victorian network of 
waterways.

Cyclists learn from a driver’s view 



A POLICE road safety day 
gave cyclists crucial 
information that could save 
them from death or serious 
injury under the wheels of a 
lorry. 


The event outside 
Kingsland Fire Station, E8, 
aimed to educate cyclists 
about the dangers of turning 
lorries - if a bike is on the 
nearside of a lorry when it 


changes direction, drivers 
cannot always see them. 

Cyclists were invited to 
position their bikes 
alongside a stationary lorry, 
then sit inside the cab to see 
the driver’s view. 

PS Richard Golding said: 
“Last year half of all cyclists 
killed on the streets of 
London were involved in 
collisions with lorries 
changing direction. 

“We’ve chosen Kingsland 
Road as unfortunately 
several accidents have 
occurred here in recent 
years, and it attracts a large 
number of cyclists 
commuting to and from 
work. This was a great 
opportunity for us not only 


to speak to them, but for 
cyclists to see the danger for 
themselves.” 

Superintendent Mark Bird 
of Hackney Police, added: 
“It’s inevitable the 
construction of the 
Olympics site has led to an 
increase in haulage vehicles. 
There's no getting away 
from the fact that lorries 
must share the road with 
cyclists. 

“The safest option to 
cyclists is to hang back, 
because you cannot 
guarantee where the lorry 
driver's blindspot will be. " 

The event on 17 
September was supported by 
the Council and London 
Cycling Campaign.

Police swoop 
on uninsured 
drivers

responded to a change in 
the Road Traffic Act that 
allows them to crack down 
on uninsured vehicles. 

Five vehicles were seized

More than 40 vehicles were stopped, with seven drivers 
reported for having no insurance, and two for driving other 
than in accordance with a license. 

Hackney Operations Superintendent, Mark Bird, said: “Aside 
from the road safety element, Operation Reclaim has been 
proven to reduce crime and the feedback from motorists 
stopped has been overwhelmingly positive. 

“The message is getting through that if you don’t drive in 
accordance with the law in Hackney, we will take action 
against you.”

RESIDENTS who took part 
in a major Council survey 
have said that crime, 
regeneration, and keeping 
Hackney clean are their top 
priorities.
